Native Plants for the Garden and the Pollinators they Attract 

G ardens, if the right plants are chosen, can provide habitat for a whole range of 
insect life - our native bees and bumble bees, for fascinating flies, moths and but- 
terflies. John will share his passion for observing flower visitors - which mostly in- 
cludes pollinators, but on occasion the predator that stalks them. In this program he will dis- 
cuss some of the best California native plants for attracting the insect world into gardens. 

For the past 4 years he’s become passionate about observing and photographing flower 
visitors. It is a fascinating world that the macro lens has opened to him. The more he learns, 
the more questions he has about this complex relationship between flowering plants and 
insects. 

John is a landscape contractor specializing in designing and installing drought tolerant 
gardens. His goal in garden making is to use regionally adapted plants with aesthetically 
pleasing design to provide a sustainable, welcoming habitat for all manner of life - including 
pollinators, birds and of course people. He is also the author and photographer of The Plant 
Lover’s Guide to Salvias published by Timber Press.

UPPER BIDWELL PARK 

March 20, Sunday 

1 0 am to Noon. Meet at the east end of the Wildwood 
Park parking lot. An easy two mile walk through the 
Bidwell Ranch portion of Upper Bidwell Park to view 
grassland and vernal habitats. We will look at various 
aspects of the site and should be able to view many 
of the early spring wildflowers at their peak. Relative- 
ly flat ground, but uneven and possibly muddy.

NOMLAKI TRAIL 

March 26, Saturday 

Meet at 8:30 am at Chico Park & Ride west park- 
ing lot (Hwy 99/32) and we’ll travel to Corning, and 
then west about 30 miles. We welcome Shasta 
Chapter members who will join us on this trip. Two 
hikes are scheduled this year for the Nomlaki Trail. 
This first one walks the southernmost portion begin- 
ning with a gentle downhill from Forest Road M4 
through chaparral and into the regrowth of an old 
burn area and towards Bowers Creek. We expect 
to see Indian warrior, late fawn lilies, scarlet fritillary 
and various shrubs. Many of the flowers and shrubs 
encountered will be the same friends found in our 
east side foothills, but not all. With a valley between 
them many plants have evolved into new varieties. 
The hike starts at 2040 ft with an elevational loss 
and gain of 220 ft. (The second hike is in late April, 
beginning at Mud Flat Road and progressing toward 
the Thornes Creek Gorge.) Bring lunch, water, sun 
protection, and hiking shoes for a 3-5 mile round-trip. 
Bring money for ride sharing. Call for alternate meet- 
ing place.

President’s Message

L ast January, I attended the almost 
annual Northern California Botanist 
Symposium on the Chico State Univ Cam- 
pus. Potential effects of climate change 
were a persistent theme of academic 
presentations such as plant genomics 
obscurely defining taxa, adaptive man- 
agement approaches to habitat restora- 
tion and changes in plant species habitat 
composition. I recommend visiting YouTube. Com and checking 
out any of the 12 videoed presentations on file. I greatly appreci- 
ated hearing the Keynote Dinner Speaker, Susan Harrison of UC 
Davis talking about her work in the Mendocino Range southeast 
of Clear Lake titled, The Future of Plant Diversity in a Warmer, 
Drier California. Our own John Dittes and Josephine Guardino 
are shown explaining their recent field surveys in northern Cali- 
fornia at Ash Creek State Wildlife Area in Big Valley in Lassen 
and Modoc Co and Gray Davis / Dye Creek in Tehama Co. 

On July 10, 2015 President Obama proclaimed the creation of 
the Berryessa Snow Mountain National Monument. He acted by 
his authority under the Antiquities Act of 1906 because bills in 
Congress to establish the monument were stalled in committee. 
This 330,789-acre National Monument is comprised of Bureau 
of Land Management (BLM) and U.S. Forest Service (USFS) 
lands which are unique in their biological diversity, geology and 
cultural history. A Forest Service press release states that “In the 
highest elevation Snow Mountain area, the biological diversity is 
among the richest in California.” 

On Saturday, March 19 at 11 am the BLM and USFS are hosting 
an event dedicating this Monument featuring notable govern- 
mental speakers, interpretive booths and afternoon wildflower 
walks at Horse Camp on Hwy 16, 20 minutes west of Williams. 
Both Sanhedrin and Mount Lassen Chapters of CNPS will be 
represented. Come join us at Cowboy Camp for the ceremonies 
commencing at 11 am or carpool with me from Chico Park & 
Ride (Hwys 32 & 99) at 8 am. 


Legislative Notes

CNPS ‘WATCHING” MANY BILLS 

A s of February 7, CNPS is monitoring more than 30 environ- 
mental bills pending in the Senate and Assembly of the Cali- 
fornia Legislature. The list is likely to grow since Legislators have 
until February 1 9 to introduce new bills. Some of these “watched” 
bills will become objects of CNPS support or opposition in their 
present or amended form. Amendments are especially likely dur- 
ing committee hearings. CNPS can communicate its position to 
legislators by personal contact, letters in support or opposition 
or expert testimony at hearings. Analyzing environmental bills 
and deciding which to support or oppose is a major project for 
the CNPS Conservation Program under Director Greg Suba and 
Legislative Analyst, Vern Goehring. When the CNPS position on 
bills becomes available it will be reported in the Pipevine.

VINA PLAINS PRESERVE 
THE NATURE CONSERVANCY 

March 27 and April 10 
lOam-noon 

D uring springtime Vina Plains Preserve comes alive with 
colorful wildflowers which carpet the grasslands and ring 
the vernal pools in spectacular bands of color. The pools sup- 
port many rare, threatened or endangered species and attract 
a large array of waterfowl and shorebirds that feast on small 
crustaceans that fill the pools this time of year. 

The one-mile walk is relatively flat but the surface will be un- 
even, and may be slippery and wet in places depending on the 
weather. The hike will be led by CNPS botanists who are very 
knowledgeable about the flora of the site. Wear hiking boots for 
uneven and often muddy terrain. Bring water, snacks and bin- 
oculars. Dogs are not allowed during these events. 

Vina Plains Preserve is managed by The Nature Conservancy, a 
leading international non-profit organization that conserves the 
lands and waters on which all life depends. The Conservancy 
and its members are responsible for the protection of more than 
14 million acres in the US and have helped preserve more than 
83 million acres in Latin America, the Caribbean, Asia and the 
Pacific.
